As senior music major Anthony 
Moreno slept through the commu- 
nity college math classes he took 
to appease his parents, he never 
dreamt that five years down the 
road he would be singing opera. 

And he certainly never thought 
he would be competing at the na- 
tional level. : 

With only five years of opera 
experience under his belt, More- 
no competed earlier this year in 
the Metropolitan Opera National 
Council Auditions, an annual sing- 
ing competition sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Opera. 

Moreno, a transfer student at 
Cal State Long Beach, was among 
a few participants to qualify at the 
district level in San Diego and went 
on to receive an Encouragement 
Award at the Western Regional Fi- 
nals in November. 

“The Encouragement Award is 
a great accomplishment,’ Moreno 
said. “I’m proud of what I’ve done 
to go out there right off the bat and 
not only to win the district, but also 
to sing and do just as well as some 
of the [Los Angeles] Opera young 
artists who sing with LA Opera on 
a regular basis.” : 

While he did not advance to the 
semifinals in New York, Moreno 
said he was happy with how far he 
had gotten in the competition, con- 
sidering he was competing against 
singers who had twice as much ex- 
perience as he did.

The hijab challenge that took place 
in front of Liberal Arts 5 on Thursday 
was an attempt to help educate CSULB 
students about a religion that has re- 
ceived criticism and negative press 
over the years, according to Amina 
Hasan, organizer for the Muslim Stu- 
dent Association (MSA). 

A hijab is a veil that covers the hair 
and neck, and is worn by Muslim wom- 
en to protect them from the ideals that 
the fashion industry and media dictate 


what is deemed appropriate. The word 
“hijab” comes from the Arabic word 
“hajaba,” meaning to hide from view 
or conceal. 

“The goal was to teach what Islam 


really is because there’s so much nega- ~ 


tivity going around about Muslim peo- 
ple who are portrayed so negatively in 
the media,” Hasan said. “We’re regular

The fifth annual 
Night Walk aimed to 
ensure the safety of 
CSULB students.

Walking around campus on a 
cold, damp evening to record a 
flickering light was worth every bit 
of Linh Nguyen’s Friday night. 

Seventy-two students, admin- 
istrators, faculty and staff walked 
across campus that night to assess 
Cal State Long Beach’s safety, as 
part of Associated Students Inc.’s 
fifth annual Night Walk. 

Nguyen, a senator of the College 
of Engineering, attended the Night 
Walk due to concern for the areas 
he most visits. 

“I’m more or less worried about 


- the engineering area,” Nguyen said. 


“But likewise, this time is also im- 
portant. We might as well double 
check, especially with finals com- 
ing up because people are always 


‘here on weekends.” 


The night started off with a wel- 
come and preview of the event. Four 
teams were sent off to four quad- 
rants of the campus: uppet campus, 
west campus, the athletic fields and 
parking structures, and areas sur- 
rounding the Student Wellness and 
Recreation Center. - : 

Each team had a leader and one 
or two recorders. James Suazo, ASI 
secretary’ of system-wide affairs, 
was one of the leaders. 

“We're here to promote campus 
safety,’ Suazo said. “Not much 
‘promoting’ but ensuring it.” 

Previously a crew of just 15 
students, this year’s Night Walk 
showed a large increase, ASI In- 
ternal Affairs Secretary Allison 
Bretall said.

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Sailing team makes 
waves at competition 


The team came in 
second place after 
Stanford University.

The Cal State Long Beach sailing 
team navigated its way to a second- 
place finish in the Fall Pacific Coast 
Championships in Santa Barbara, even 
without the guidance of a coach. 

The competition, which marked the 
end of the season, included 21 teams 
and 150 individuals. CSULB finished 
behind Stanford in the competition. 

The sailing team, which currently 
operates without a coach, was started 
in 2010 by CSULB students, including 
senior Shane Young, team president 
and a business marketing major; his 
brother, a CSULB alumnus; and his 
friends Dustin Durant, another alum- 
nus, and Laura Newton, a Senior jour- 
nalism major. 

Young said that when he first ar- 
rived at CSULB, he noticed there was 
nota sailing team on campus, so he, 
his brother and Durant decided to get 
a team in motion. To start the team, 
Young said they needed a fourth mem-

ber to compete in races, so they then 
found Newton. The team has since 
grown to 15 members. 

Young said that though the team 
does not have a coach, he, his brother, 
Durant and Newton are U.S. certified 
sailing coaches who may teach sailing 
to others. Now the team has six certi- 
fied coaches who help teach sailing 
techniques to the team members. 

Young and the other certified coach- 
es run practices and use their knowl- 
edge of strategy and drills to improve 
the team’s performance. 

“There is so much stuff you have to 
do better,’ Young said. “That’s why 
we’re pretty determined in practice. We 
practice three days a week for three and 
a half hours. We put time into it.” 

The team also gets help from Steve 
Flam, who was on-the CSULB sailing 
team in the mid 1980s and sailed com- 
petitively in 15 countries after college. 
Flam said that after his stint with the 
sailing team, it died down and there 
was not a team for more than 20 years 
until Young reinstated it in 2010. 

When Young decided to restart 
the team, Flam shared some tips with 
Young on how to sail faster, like how to 
get the most out of different angles and 
wind. Flam said he was glad when the 
team started up again and he continues 
to help them as much as he can. 

“It takes someone like Shane

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people just like anyone else.” 

Junior health science major Ana 
Martinez said she wore the hijab de- 
spite receiving mixed looks. Martinez 
volunteered to wear it on campus and 
didn’t remove the garment until she ar- 
rived at home, more than an hour later. 

“T got a few looks on the train, and 
I was the only person wearing one,” 
Martinez said. “It even took getting 
used to on campus as people didn’t dis- 
criminate, but I still got stared at on a 
few occasions.” 

Hasan said that being a Muslim and 
wearing a hijab are oftentimes associ- 
ated with terrorism. 

“I always get stopped for a special 
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screening at the airport, which can be 
frustrating,” Hasan said. “People think 
we’re all terrorists. In one occasion ... 
my luggage accidentally bumped into 
a seat and people screamed out of fear 
thinking it was a bomb.” 

The hijab giveaway, however, had 
a great turnout, MSA secretary Alia 
Elasmar said. Nearly 70 hijabs were 
handed out, according to Hasan. 

“We finished all three baskets of hijabs,” 
Elasmar said. “This campus has a diverse 
population-and is more open-minded than’ 
most schools in Southern California.” 

Freshman’ biology major Tatiana 
Avila also wore a hijab. 

“T don’t feel strange having it on, but 
it makes me feel more out of the loop,” 
Avila said, “ ... it gives people a chance 
to experience what Muslims have to go 
through all the time.”

Community Service Officers (CSOs), 
who perform a number of services, in- 
cluding escorting students safely across 
campus at night, also walked the event. 

“A lot of times it’s where danger hap- 
pens at night,” Alfredo Aviles, a fresh- 
man criminal justice major and CSO, 
said. “It may not do much, but fixing 
a light can help someone from danger. 
It’s good to have students’ input ... We 
don’t see everything.” 

Facilities Management staff also 
joined in the walk. Maria Slaughter, the 
director of Facilities Management, said 
she was happy to help. 

“It’s good to have more eyes around,” 
Slaughter said. “Our objective is on the 
students. Other than there being a clean 
bathroom, our goal is to help you grad- 
uate and get you on your journey.” 

Bretall said that she seeks to ensure 
campus safety by talking with Facili- 
ties Management more in the future. 
She said that she also hopes to do a “re- 
walk-through” toward the end of spring 
semester to see how much has changed 
on campus to ensure student safety. 

“Now, next semester I can go into [the] 
.. facilities office and say, ‘Okay, how 
much of this has been fixed?” Bretall said.

Brandon Robinson worked out five 
days a week at the Student Recreation 
and Wellness Center. He balanced 
weights, cardio and a semester full of 
classes to later find out that he won 
Owen’s Condition for Tuition. 

As part of his prize, Robinson will 
be provided with full tuition for the 
spring semester. 

Robinson was randomly chosen to 
win free tuition for the spring at the 
grand finale for the third semiannual 
Condition for Tuition competition that 
the SRWC hosted in the MAC gym on 
Thursday. 

Students were required to complete 
different types of fitness activities 
throughout the semester in order to get 
their names in the drawing for free tu- 
ition. Josh Owen, CEO of Owen’s Tri- 
modal in Long Beach, -is the sponsor of 
the tuition prize. 

Robinson said that he was surprised 
he won. 

“Pretty much unbelievable, I guess 
you ‘could say just because there’s a 


lot of people, and it’s one in probably. 
a couple hundred, and you hear your 
name, and you're just like, ‘Wow,” Rob- 
inson said. 

Other prizes were awarded through- 
out the event. The second place winner 
for Condition for Tuition received a 
72” Channel Islands surfboard. 

This semester’s participation for 
the competition totaled more than the 
previous two semesters combined with 
2,200 participants, according to ASI 
Communications Director Christina 
Esparza. In the previous semesters, 
participation was only in the hundreds. 

The event had various activities and 
prizes for students te enjoy. Free Chipo- 
tle burritos were given for the first 200 
students in attendance, and students 
were able to make colorful sand bottles 
and Frisbees or get balloon animals and 
henna tattoos. Attendants could also 
play games like football and basketball. 

Prior to the event, Fitness Room C 
was renamed Pura Vida and dedicated 
to Joshua Owen and his family. 

Last semester’s winner Arzoo Shai- 
kh was at the event as well. She gave a 
speech of gratitude at the room dedica- 
tion to the Owen family and enjoyed the 
festivities. 

“Tt was crazy [to win]. When I won, I 
was like ‘Oh my God,’” Shaikh said. “It 
was a really good experience. The mon- 
ey really helped me out.” 

Esparza said that Condition for Tu- 
ition will be held next semester, and she 
hopes that more students will sign up. 
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Brandon Robinson, a senior kinesiology major, learns that he has just won the Condition for Tuition 
competion, earning $3,369 towards his spring semester tuition. 
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“¥’m 27 years old; normally at that 
level most people have been singing for 
10 years,” Moreno said. “Usually they 
figure it out in high school ... they’re in 
musical theater or they’re taking voice 
lessons, and they want to continue their 
musical studies, but for me that wasn’t 
the case.” 

Moreno got his start in music with 
a heavy metal band in community col- 


lege. Eager to fulfill the high aspira- 
tions he had for his rock ‘n’ roll band, 
Moreno enrolled in a voice class, but 
the band soon fell apart. 

“T was taking lessons with hopes of 


starting up a new band, [but] then I got- 


into the opera workshop [at El Camino 
College], and I thought, ‘This is so 
much fun,’” Moreno said. 

Gradually, Moreno said his interest 
shifted from rock to classical music. He 
learned how to read sheet music and 
landed a few roles in performances on 
<campus. 


“Once I got on stage and it was just 
me singing ... telling a story and watch- 
ing the [audience’s] faces following 
along, it was overwhelming,” Moreno 
said. “I just couldn’t get enough of it. 
From then on, I just dedicated myself to 
classical music.” 

William Doyle, a music professor 
at ECC and one of Moreno’s first mu- 
sic teachers, discovered Moreno when 
looking for singers to perform one part 
to Queen’s “Bohemian Rhapsody.” 

“In the last couple years he was at 
El Camino, I just watched him grow,” 


Doyle said. 

Doyle also said that Moreno has a 
good chance at becoming a profes- 
sional singer. 

“He has worked really hard at be- 
coming an excellent vocalist, especial- 
ly in the opera category, so he is some- 
body who is going to have a career in 
music,” he said. 

Since transferring to CSULB, More- 
no has been the lead performer in two 
operas on campus and is preparing for 
his third. 

According to Jonathan Talberg, 
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professor in the music department at 
CSULB, it is very rare for a student to 
have a lead role in three operas in three 
years. 

Talberg said it is also rare for stu- 
dents to make it as far as Moreno did in 
the Metropolitan Opera National Coun- 
cil Auditions. 

“T’ve been at CSULB for 13 years, 
and in those 13 years, we’ve had six 
people get to [Moreno’s] level in the 
Met competitions,” Talberg said. “I ex- 
pect the trajectory of his career to be 
long and successful.” 
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Central Valley 
residents tired 


of receiving 
L.A’s urban 
waste, trash 


ARVIN, Calif. — Every day, the 
trucks rumble into the Central Val- 
ley by the dozens, chugging over the 
Grapevine loaded with lawn clippings 
from Beverly Hills, sewage sludge 
from Los Angeles and rotting yogurt 
and vegetables from around Southern 
California. 

Los Angeles officials and others say 
the daily caravan is an essential step 
toward recycling thousands of tons of 
urban waste and turning it into com- 
post and fertilizer in California’s vast 
agrarian middle. 

But increasingly, residents of the 

Central Valley and other rural. areas 
object to the stream of semis and their 
unpleasant cargo. 
‘ “You guys in Los Angeles are dump- 
ing all your waste on us,” said Sarah 
Sharpe, the environmental health pro- 
gram director at Fresno Metro Minis- 
try, anonprofit group that advocates for 
environmental justice. “We just don’t 
think it’s fair.” : 

Simmering for more than a decade, 
the issue has flared up in the last year 
after two young workers died from 
exposure to toxic fumes at one of the 
state’s largest composting operations 
in Kern County. Community Recycling 
& Resource Recovery’s facility outside 
Arvin was full of yard waste from Los 
Angeles, and had also been under fire 
for allegedly putting plastic on fields in 
violation of local land use rules. 

Kern County’s supervisors ordered 
the operation shut, setting off a legal 
battle between the county and the op- 
erator. Thirty-nine of California’s 58 
counties shipped more than 5 percent of 
their trash and recycling across county 
lines last year. 

Much of it goes to the Central Valley, 
which has the vast acreage to handle it. 
A Los Angeles Times analysis of state 
recycling data shows that more than 60 
percent of all non-agricultural com- 
post in the state winds up in the region, 
which is home to just 14 percent of the 
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population. . 

Processing waste regionally is the 
only way cities can meet state goals that 
call for diverting half their waste away 
from landfills, state and metropolitan 
officials say. 

There is not enough space in urban 
centers like San Francisco and Los An- 
geles, nor is there a large niarket there 
for compost. But some officials said 
that when the waste gets to rural areas, 
recycling facilities don’t always suf- 
ficiently protect the environment and 
neighbors’ quality of life. 

“A lot of these disposal facilities 
don’t want to use the most modern

technology because it costs more,” said 
Kern County’s planning director, Lore- 
lei Oviatt. “Our residents want to know 
why they have to endure the impacts 
merely to save money for some people 
in Los Angeles.” 

The debate is only expected to esca- 
late: A law approved last year calls for 
the state to aim to recycle or otherwise 
reduce 75 percent of its waste by 2020. 
Los Angeles has vowed to go even fur- 
ther, expanding recycling so much that 
the city will be “zero waste” by 2025. 

One of the most bitter battles in 
California is over sludge, the batter-like 
material left over after treatment plants 
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finish cleaning and draining what is 
flushed down the toilet or washed down 
the sink. 

Sludge used to get dumped in the 
ocean — but that was banned in the 1980s 
because of concerns about pollution. 

In 2000, the city of Los Angeles 
bought 4,600 acres in Kern County, just 
off Interstate 5 near Taft, and has been 
sending up more than 20 truckloads a 
day of “wet cake” from the Hyperion 
Sewage Treatment Plant near LAX. 
Private companies in Kern County 
are also in the business, including the 
South Kern Industrial Center, operated 
by Synagro and Liberty Composting, 
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MCT

both permitted to take hundreds of 
thousands of tons a year, according to- 
officials at the regional waterboard. 

Los Angeles officials and those at 
major wastewater treatment plants in 
the state say that spreading such “bio- 
solids” on land or composting it as fer- 
tilizer is good for the city and good for 
the farm. 

They note that sludge is heated to 131 
degrees for several days until harmful 
bacteria and pathogens are destroyed or 
removed.

Harvey Weinstein, and his brother Bob, run 
one of the most important film companies in the 
world today, the Weinstein Company. 

Known for releasing and financing low-budget, 
award-winning films, the Weinsteins’ have 
proven their dominance in an industry that was 
once dominated by media giants. 

Movie distributors like Paramount, Warner 
Bros. and 20th Century Fox may still reign in the 
profits, but smaller distributors like the Weinstein 
Company are sweeping all the awards. : 

In the past few years, the Weinsteins have dis- 
tributed Oscar-winners like “The King’s Speech” 
and “The Iron Lady.”

Pat Robertson’s comments change the direction of religion 


Televangelist Pat Robertson shocked the hell 
out of Americans last week, no pun intended, as 
he sided with science over religion on his show 
“The 700 Club.” 

Robertson said the common Christian belief 
that the Earth is only 6,000 years old isn’t true 
because science has proven the Earth is much 
older. 


“You go back in time, you’ve got radiocarbon ° 


dating. You got all these things, and you’ve got 
the carcasses of dinosaurs frozen in time out in 
the Dakotas,” Robertson said. “So, don’t try and 
cover it up and make like everything was 6,000, 
years.

Although Robertson acknowledged that some

“Tf you fight science, you are going to lose your

Robertson advised. 

For those who interpret 
the Bible literally, the Earth 
is about 6,000 years old and took six days for God 
to create. Scientists, on the other hand, say the 
Earth is somewhere around 4.5 billion years old. 

Although this is unusual behavior for Robert- 
son, who is usually right in line with common 
Christian beliefs, his courage to speak up against 
religion ignoring scientific facts should be inspi- 
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rational to other believers. 

There was a time when believing the Earth 
revolved around the sun and wasn’t flat was anti- 
religious. Most religious people have accepted 
that science has proven those things to be true. It 
has:become common knowledge. 

A lot of believers today 
struggle with the reality 
that some of what their 
religion has taught them 
has been proven incorrect 
by science. 

Creationism’s explanation of how humans 
came to be, for example, has been completely 
proven false by facts. We know now that man 
evolved through time to be what we are today. We

‘killing Them Softly’ is a bloody political parable 


The film uses mob violence 
and criminal card games to 
represent the United States 
economy.

Andrew Dominik’s new film “Killing Them Soft- 
ly” is about as subtle with its message as it is with its 
violence, and it is not subtle at all with its violence. 
Based on the 1974 novel “Cogan’s Trade,” this film 
turns the story of a robbery at a mob-protected card 
game into a metaphor for the collapse of the American 
economy on the brink of Obama’s victory in 2008. 

Brad Pitt plays hitman Jackie Cogan, a man hired 
by an unnamed businessman (Richard Jenkins) to kill 
a couple of moronic junkies (Scoot McNairy and Ben 


Mendelsohn) who stole money from a card game run — 


by the shady gangster Markie Trattman (Ray Liotta). 


The entire economy of the Boston criminal un- — 


derworld that the film focuses on is reliant on these 
card games. After the robbery, all gambling is shut 


down, and the businessman needs Cogan to take 
care of those responsible so people feel safe gam- 
bling again. 

_ This is where the film becomes a parable. Through- 
“out the film, Dominik uses clips of Obama’s speech- 
es leading up to the election, radio interviews with 
George W. Bush and various other news reports to 
hammer home the point that this slimy criminal un- 
derworld isn’t all that different than what’s going on 
in America on a national scale. People in government 
positions are making decisions that drastically affect 


_people’s lives, but they are so far removed that they 


barely care.

One.of the more disturbing aspects of the film is 
how casually Cogan will speak to the businessman 
about a brutal murder without either of them batting 
an eyelash about it. They speak about ending people’s 
lives as if they’re just extinguishing a minor problem, 
even though this particular problem needs to be solved 
with a shotgun to some poor guy’s skull. The busi- 
nessman doesn’t know these people; he just gives the 
order, which makes it easier for_him to deal with it. 

The film’s title refers to Cogan’s preference to kill 
his victims “softly” from a distance, so “emotions 
don’t get invelved.” Pitt gives a fantastic and low-key 
performance as a murderer who treats his occupation 
like it’s a run-of-the-mill desk job. Hiring a movie star 
of his caliber for such a nuanced and strange film like 
this is dangerous, but Pitt manages to not be distract- 
ing. 

At times, the message of the film gets heavy-hand- 
ed. By the fourth or fifth time the camera lingers on 
television showing the 2008 election, it’s very obvious 
what they’re trying to say. However, it is interesting 
to see that even the filthiest, scummiest criminals on 
Earth are as fed up with this economic situation as 
we are. People expecting a fast-paced, action-packed 
mob thriller are. going to be disappointed, but as an 
unexpected political allegory, “Killing Them Softly” 
is worth experiencing.

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The 49ers held the 
Wildcats to 18 second- 
half points to earn 
their second win over a 
Pac-12 school this year.

Head coach Jody Wynn emphasized 
focus and effort as prerequisites to the 
Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team winning its second game against 
a Pac-12 opponent this season. 

She got just that. 

A gritty performance by the 49ers 
(4-3) pushed them past another Pac-12 
foe in Arizona (5-3) with a comeback 
1-61 victory on Sunday at the Walter 
Pyramid. 

Point guard Alex Sanchez led The 


Beach with 14 points and six assists, 7 


and Bianka Balthazar and Devin Hud- 
son scored 12 and 10 points, respective- 
ly. Hudson also notched a season-high 
12 rebounds and sparked LBSU’s dom- 
inance down low as it outrebounded the 
Wildcats 43-27. 4 

Hudson’s double-double _ perfor- 
mance was reminiscent of her display 
at the Big West tournament last season 
in which she averaged 11.3 points and 
10.3 rebounds to spearhead the 49ers’ 
Cinderella run to the final. 

The victory over the ‘Cats gave the 
‘Niners their second win against a Pac- 
12 program this season. They got their 
first win over a Pac-12 team in five 
years when they beat Washington on 
Nov. 18. 

“Beating a Pac-12 team always means 
a lot,’ Wynn said. “When I started 
coaching here, our goal has always been 
bringing it back, bringing good wem- 

_en’s basketball again to Long Beach. To 
beat two solid Pac-12 teams this season 
means a lot to us and this program.” 

The Beach got off to a poor-start af- 
ter surrendering a 14-point deficit less 
than 10 minutes into the game. Arizo- 
na’s full-court press was suffocated the 
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LBSU offense, as proven by the Wild- 


cats’ 19 turnovers in the first half alone. 
Arizona also dominated offensively, as 
it shot 55.6 percent in the half. 
However, the ‘Niners got some 
much-needed offense toward the end 
of the first half and ended it with only 
a five-point deficit. After Arizona for- 
ward Kama Griffits put the 49ers down 
41-27 at the 2:01 mark, The Beach made 
an 11,2 run that eventually sparked its 
dominant second-half performance. 
“The way we ended the first half was 
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huge,” Wynn said: “It helped us focus 
to start the second half gave us the con- 
fidence to believe that we could com- 
pete with them.” 

LBSU continued its run into the 
second: half. Just over six minutes in, 
sophomore guard Sigrid Skorpen con- 
nected a layup and drew a foul to tie the 
game.at 46. She then hit the following 
free throw and gave the 49ers their first 
lead of the game. 

The ‘Niners never looked back after 
taking the lead. Arizona’s full-court 
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press, which had worked brilliantly ear- 
lier, was no longer effective. The Beach 
moved the ball at a considerably faster 
pace and turned the ball over only nine 
times in the second half compared to 19 
in the first. 

With just under nine minutes re- 
maining, the 49ers established a dou- 
ble-digit lead of their own after Baltha- 
zar’s layup put them up 60-50. 

Arizona managed to.get within sev- 
en points by mounting a 9-2 run at the 
3:25 mark. LBSU never let the Wildcats

get closer though, as forward Jade Wil- 
son scored on a layup and Sanchez con- 
nected a pair of free throws to put The 
Beach back up by 10. 

In. the last 2:36, the ‘Niners held 
the Wildcats scoreless and received 
a lengthy standing ovation from the 
home crowd at the Walter Pyramid to 
end the game. 

LBSU will look to go two games 
above .500 for the first time this season 
when it takes on Santa Clara at the Wal- 
ter Pyramid next Sunday.
